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Sir: 

Pursuant to the provisions of MPEP 708.02 VIII, 
applicants hereby respectfully request that the present 
application be granted special status and be taken out of turn 
for early examination on the merits. in particular, 
applicants hereby comply with the requirements of MPEP 708.02 
VIII, as follows: 

(A) The present paper is the petition to make special 
required by MPEP 708.02 VW (A). The undersigned 
hereby authorizes the Patent Office to charge deposit 
account number 25-0120 for the amount of the fee set 
forth in 37 C.F.R. 1.17(h); 

(B) All of the present claims 1-18 submitted in the 
accompanying application are believed to be directed 
to a single invention for restriction purposes; 
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a housing to directly propel the incoming and comparatively 
cooler fluid radially outwardly in a spiral trajectory towards 
the periphery of the rotor while subjecting it to a multitude 
of cavitation inducing implosions by means of a series of 
openings formed across its planar surface such that the motion 
imparted on the fluid helps in its expulsion from the housing 
in a heated state. The drive shaft on which the rotor is 
mounted is supported in the housing to both sides of the rotor 
for increased stability and heat and pressure deterioration of 
the bearings and seal is lessened due to their proximity to 
the fluid inlet whereas their distance from the fluid outlet 
is greater. 

Consequently, it is believed that all of present claims 
1-18 are allowable relative to the prior art discussed above, 
and that the requirements for accelerated examination pursuant 
to MPEP 708.02 VIII have been complied with. 

An early action on the merits of the present application 
is accordingly respectfully requested.
